announced that. an tin- 
derwater sound system 
for locating sea and air 
survivors a _ thousand 
miles at-sea had passed 


its first tests. 

The Navy said the new in- 
vention would permit the loca- 
tion of survivors before rescue 
planes were sent out; ‘The new 
system is ca'led “Sound Fixing 
and Ranging.” 

The first station has been 
placed in operation at Mon- 
terey, California. A number of 
4-Ib, and 6-lb. bombs dropped 
in the vicinity of the Hawalian 
Islands was heard at Monterey 
—2,300 miles: away. 

In the case of a plane down- 
ed at sea, the “survivors would 
set off a special sound bomb. 
The sound, transmitted through 


the water at about a mile al 


secoml, would be picked up by 
equipment at land stations. 

By comparing the time re- 
ports reached by each of several 
stations, an accurate location of 
the ‘origin of the sound. could 
be made. 

The Navy revealed that tests 


| conducted in the Bahamus Ia- 


lands in the Atlantic last year 
picked up the sqund of bombs 
dropped at Dakar, Africa, 3,100 
miles nway. 

Officinla gatimate that even- 
tually the ‘range may be 6,000 
mi'es.—United Press.
